"The roMiery of tho keg of gold thut 


was sliippcd to French bankers from 
New York on the steamer Ln Touniino,

where a transfer of the stuff was made, 
the parcel of bills %vas missing. An in- 
vestigation resulted and the express 
messenger was arrested, lie insisted 
that he was innocent and could not ac- 
count for the loss. His guilt appeared 
to be .so palpable that every means 
known outside of processes of the in- 
quisition was used iu an attempt to 
make him make a 
confession, 
but 


without avail. 
Ue was sent to tho 


penitentiary for two years, and pro- 
tested his innocence as vehemently 
when he came out as he did when ho 
went in. Seven or eight months after 
the messenger was released tho North- 
ern Paeiliecompany decided to change 
the numerous small trestles along its 
main stem into culverts. A party of 
surveyors were making the preliminary

when the uxcmiui was clearing away 
some underbrush at tho side of a 
Kinall creek one day, so the surveyor 
could operate his level, he picked up a 
mildewed package that had evidently 
been lost from a passing train on tho 
road.

pushed into n corner he confessed that 
lie had used his knowledge of the com- 
bination of the safe and had stolen the 
package and thrown it out of the door 
of the car after opening tho safe, and 
ho naively remarked that ho had spent 
six months looking for it without suc- 
cess. Only powerful friends prevented 
his prosecution and conviction. It may 
be said, however, that ho did as far as 
ho was financially able to reimburse 
tlie messenger who had Buffered for 
his crime, and that tho latter was given 
a better place than he had held before 
by thu express company.
